REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art taught or a liquid crystal device as claimed where a driver substrate 
employs a transparent electrode which is connected to the a transparent electrode or conductive 
oxide on a display substrate. It is noted that the term "driver" is used in the art established sense 
as the circuits outside of the display area which send signals to the display region, as this is how 
the term is clearly employed in the specification. For this reason, prior art which employs an 
active matrix connected to a passive substrate was not applicable. Employing a transparent 
electrode or conductive oxide had been well established to be used for the terminals of an LCD, 
however none of the prior art showed this use in the terminals of the driver circuits. 

The previously presented restrictions are withdrawn based upon the allowability the 
linking claims, and because other non-elected claims could be determined to be allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
